MAY POST TROOPS IN THE STATES 


Tampa May Be Abandonei and Camps 
Established Promiscuously. 

Washington, June %.—(Special.)—Tampa 
is to be abandonéed as a military rendez- 
vous, and a number of smal] camps will 
be established along the southern coast. A 
board of officers appointed by the gsecre- 
tary of war is now making an inspection 
of certain sites in the vicinity of Colum- 
bia, &. C., Savannah, Ga., Fernandina and 
‘Miami, Fla. Charleston is also to be in- 
spected. 

This board was selected and started upen 
its mission before it was known here that 
the order had been issued. Charleston was 
not included in the original order, but 
Representative Elliott, of the Charleston 
district, was advised that the board had 
been appointed, and upon his request the 
secretary ordered the board to make ’in- 
spection of the facilities offered at Charles- 
ton in addition to the other places named. 

There is a strong sentiment in favor of 
establishing camps at Savannah and 
Charleston, because of the excellent fa- 
cilities at those points for the embarka- 
tion of troops to be sent to Cuba and Por- 
to Rico, as the occasion arises. It is not 
believed that Columbia wil} be chosen, al- 
though Governor Ellerbe and a delegation 
from the state capital of South Carolina 


arrived here tonight to urge the claims of | 


Columbia. At the war department there 
is a decided preference for Charleston and 
Savannah. 

Atlanta is also contending strongly for 
the privilege of entertaining the volunteers, 
and former Secretary of Interior Hoke 
Smith is pulling vigorously at the official 
wires in behalf of Atlanta. The selections 
will depend largely upon the character of 
the report submitted by the board of in- 
spection. The department has dec:ded that 
the establishment of a number of smaller 
camps will prove beneficial. It will allow 
of better drill, better discipline can be 
preserved, and {t will be much easier to 
fix the responsibility for infringement of 
the army rules and regulations. 

Under this programme Tampa wiil be 
practically abandoned.

Voiunteers Now in Camp at Mobile 
Soon Leave for Porto Rico. 
Mobile, Ala., June 8.—(Special.)—A gen- 
eral officer of the Fourth army corps is 
authority for the statement that the mov- 
ing of General Coppinger’s headquarters 
fram Mohile to Tampa today means that

'CONFEREES WILL 


MAKE REPORT TODAY 


‘Sonate and House Getting Together on 
the War Revenue Bill. 


A LONG SESSION YESTERDAY 


Nearly All the Differences Practically 
Have Been Adjusted. 


AGREEMENT IS LIKELY TO BE REACHED 


Settlement So Far Obtainei Is Consid- 
ered a Practical Victory for 
the Senate. 


Washington, June 8.—Unless most care- 
fully arranged plans fail of realization the 
conferees of the two houses of congress on 
the war revenue bill will make their report 
to the senate tomorrow soon after the be- 
ginning of the day’s session. The con- 
ferees. were in eession for more than twelve 
hours today, beginning at 10 o’clock in the 
forenoon, and the republican representatives 
of the two houses continued their confer- 
ence considerably beyond the hour of the 
adjournment of the full committee. A meet- 
ing is to be held at 11 o’clock tomorrow 
and if the details still unsettled are ar- 
ranged as now seems probable there will 
be no difficulty in completing the Work at 
tomorrow morning’s meeting. 

When today’s meeting came to a close 
practically all the differences between the 
two houses had been adjusted except those 
on the tobacco schedule and the coinage 
of the silver seigniorage, though there were 
some pofnts still fo be gettled with‘ refer- 
ence t6 the proposed issue of bonds and 
certificates of indebtedness. The terms of 
settlement of these controverted points may 
make a difference in the agreement on 
other items so far reached, but it is not be- 
lieved that many of these will be materially 
changed. 

The settlement so far obtained is a sub- 
stantial victory for the senate. Practically 
all of the senate amendments in phraseology 
and penalties have been retained, as have 
also a large majority of the senate’s more 
material chatiges. Among the most im- 
portant of tthese which the report wiil 
show have been agreed to by the conferees 
are those providing for a tax on inheri- 
tances, for a duty on tea and for taxes on 
S:eeping and palace cars, ptroleum and 
sugar refining, on mixed flour and on 
bankers, brokers, theaters, circuses, etc. 
All these provisions which were inserted by 
the senate are retained in practically the 
language of the senate amendments. There 
was a strong contest over all these pro- 
visions except tea, which it is understood, 
wus quite unanimously accepted as a proper 
provision. 

Senate Bond Provision Modified. 


The senate bond provisien has been modi- 
fied so as to constitite a compromise with 
the house. The most material alteration 
made in this.amendment is one fixing the 
‘Mtmount of bonds at $400,000,000 instead of 
$300,000,000 as agreed upon by the senate and 
$500,000,000 as proposed by the house. There 


phraseology of this provisa#n. The pro- 
vision in regard to time certificates will 
also be amended, but the amount, which 
was $100,000,000 in both the house and senate 
bills, will remain ag that figure. The 
changes will be of a ‘character making the 
proposed loan more immediately available 
by doing away with the requirements for 
advertising. [t will also be made clear that 
this loan is intended for merely temporary 
purposes. 

Among the senate amendments which 
probably will go out are those providing 
for a tax upon receipts above $5 and for 
a tax on insurance agents, as well as the 
Chilton amendment extending the pro- 
visions of the proprietary medicine schedule 
to all. manufactured articies. The republi- 
can members of the committee are general- 
ly opposed to the Chilton amendment, but 
its retention was zealously urged by 
Messrs. Jones and Bajley, the democratic 
members of the conference. There wil! also 
be a general reduction frum the senate rates 
fixed upon proprietary medicines. 

The tobacco schedule is proving to be ore 
of the most difficult with which the com- 
mittee has to deal. Much of ‘the time of 
today’s meeting was taken up by this 
schedule. The two points in dispute are the 
size of the packages of manufactured tobac- 
co and the house provision making the tax 
of 12 cents per pound agreed up by both 
houses, apply to stocks in hand. When the 
conference adjourned tonight it looked as 
if the senate would win in its contention 
striking out the retroactive clause, and as if 
the provision in regard to the size of pack- 
ages would be compromised and a medium 
size agreed upon. The beer tax will, in all 
probability, remain as fixed by the senate, 
that is, a tax of $2 per barrel with 714 per 
cent rebate .imposed. This matter was 
among those left open for a definite settle- 
ment tomorrow, but there is no doubt that 
the result will be as stated. ; 

House Wants Tonnage Tax. 

Somewhat to the surprise of the senate 
members of the comference, the house con- 
ferees manifested a desire to have the ton- 
nage tax restored, and this is also one of 
the points yet to be definitely determined. 
The indications are, however, that the sen- 
ate will not yield in its determination to do 
away with this tax because of the interna- 
tional questions involved. 

While republican and democratic members 
of the committee have worked harmoniously 
on all the minor details, the democratic 
members, Mr. Jones, of the senate, and Mr. 
Bailey, of the house. have on the more 
important questions held out strenuously 
for practicaily all the senate provisions. 
They have especially determined upon the 
retention of the senate amendments relat- 
ing to bonds and to the silver cofmage, but 
in these matters the republicans have as- 
serted the rights of a majority. As to the 
silver provision it now looks as if some- 
thing in the line of the senate amendment 
would “we inserted, but majority of the 
committee is opposed to this provision, and 
if it is retained this will be done only for 
the sake of securing the speedy adoption of 
the report by the senate. 

The conferees on the war revenue bill 
have agreed to substitute the Tawney pure- 
flour bill for the Mason amendment to the 
revenue bill. The ways and means commit- 
tee of the house today unanimously agreed 
on the Tawney bill. It defines mixed flour, 


those engaged in the manufacture and sale 
of mixed fiour, defines the size of packages 
in which sold, using the present one-half, 
one-quarter and one-eighth barre! sizes, im- 
posing a tax of 4 cents on the manufacture 
and sale of each barrel of flour, .ysing 
stamps therefor, reguiates the exportation 
of flour, requires it to be branued with 
names of its ingredients and imposes se- 
vere penalties for any violation. —

river yesterday, while a number of persons 
and cattle have died today from the ef- 
fects of drinking the water. 

Today the fish have been dying in large 
numbers, and are being washed ashore. It 
is not thought there is one left in the 
stream. The stench from those washed 
ashore is almost unbearable. The people 
are greatly excited, and will not use the 
water from the wells that are near the river. 
Where the poison came from or what it 
consists of is a mystery. All that is known 
is that it has a deadly effect. 

One theory{is that the poison Is due to 
some mineral substance the water, and it 
ie said that a peculiar sediment has been 
found on the rocks.

Sessioncof Leaders Is Now Being Heli 


“Nin New York. 

New York, June 8.—An important confer-. 

ence of members of the Jewish faith of 
this country and Canada, which may effect 
important and radical changes in that re- 
ligion. was begun today in the Spanish ard 
Portuguese synagogues here. The confer- 
ence is the outcome cf a great deal of dis- 
cussion among the orthccox Jews, who have 
felt fur some: time that too many of che 
younger element of the faith were slipping 
away from it, and they began io talk of 
methods for preventing the defections. 
' Among the leaders in the mMovemenr were 
Rev. Dr. H. Pereira Mendez, of the Span- 
ish and Portuguese synagogue, and Rev. 
Dr. M. De Zola, of Montreal. Upon their 
recommendation, 5,000 invitations were sent 
to all the prominent ministers and jaymen 
of the Jewish faith in the country and in 
Canada, to sitend a conference to be held 
in this city today and tomorrow ang when 
the question had started the situation was 
to be thoroughly talked over and decisive 
faction tahen on the questions invo.vec. 
These questionge resolved themselveg under 
three heads, as follows: The Sabbath, 
Zionism and Orthodox ccngregations. 

The conference, it was said, may resu!t 
in radical departures from some of the 
observances of the Jewish faith.that have 
obtained for ages. 


CENSUS BILL PASSES SENATE. 


Measure Awaits Action of House To 
Make It a Law. 
Washington, June 8.—A bill providing for 
the taking of the twelfth census was passed 
by the senate today after a debate which 

occupied the greater part of three days. 

Several weeks ago a census bill was pre- 
sented by the committee having the mat- 
ter in charge, but the measure was so un- 
satisfactory thai it was recommitted to the 
committee. 

The. bill pagsed today was introduced in 
lieu of that which was recommitted and as 
slightly amended received the unanimous 
support of the senate. Under it, if it, 
should become a law, a director of the cen- 
sus, an assistant director and five expert 


statisticians will be appointed immediately 
to make preliminary arrangements for the 
taking of the census of 1900, 

A determined effort was made to provide 
that employees of the census bureau should 
be examined and certified by the civil ser- 
vice commission, but it failed by a vote of 
18 to 31. A provision was inserted that not 
more than two-thirds of the supervisors 
and enumerators should belong to one poli- 
tical party. 

The senate at 5:35 p. m. went into execu- 
tive session and then adjourned.

Grosvenor Raises the Hawaiian An- 
nexation in the House. 
Washington, June 8.—The house today 
disposed of the senate amendment of the 
sundry civil bill and agreed to further con- 
ference. The conference report upon the 
postoffice appropriation bill was adopted 
without debate and the house proceeded to 
consider the bill to provide for participa- 
tion of volunteer soidiers in congressional 
elections. Adjournment was taken, pend- 
ing disposal, and it’ will come up tomorrow.

The| Bishop’s Sermon, ~ 


B'shop Caijdier’s baccalaureate was as 
follows: ‘ 

Young genttemen, in one:of the ser‘oua 
moods which* sometimes possessed him. 
Sydney Smith said: “Let every man be 
oeccup.ed, and occupied in the highest em- 
ployment of which his nature is eapable, 
ard die with the consciousness that he hs 
aone his best.’’ In laying upon you the 
parting injunctions. of your alma mater 
today, I cannot do better than make these 
words the text of my remarks. Every 
man comes into this world under a law of 
God and nature, which requires that he 


shall work Labor is not a part of the 


curse which followed ‘the falki. Divine 
wisdom could not make Eden itself enjoy- 
able without requiring that the first man 
should dress it and keep it. And the heav- 
ens of heavens is not filled with ‘dle min- 
strels, but ministering. spirits, active in 
errunds of mercy. And yet there be those 
who lazily ccvet examption from toil as if 
the acquis‘tion of such an exemption were 
Paradise regained or angelic bliss attained. 
We hear much talk of “labor-saving ma- 
chinerv,” and there ere scme who look 
upon the higher education as a gort of 
machinery to escape toil. There is or ought 
to be no labor-saving machinery, nor any 
eulture which {s sought to escape work. 
Machinery ought not to save Iabor, but it 
should make labor more productive; and 
education, if gcod and wholesome, really 
multiplies the power of, a2 man to toil 
effec gue y. If invention should become so 
ingenious as to devise machinery where- 
by the whole race could be maintained in 
luxury by the’ work of one hour in the 


day, it would not be allowable for man- 


kind to spend the rest of the day in idle- 
ness. God works and he needs nothing. 
The master whose hands were horny wth 
the use of a carpenter's tool said: “My 
father worketh hitherto, and I work.” 
The law of labor is not formed in the 
needs of our physical nature, but in the 
requirements of our mental and spiritual 
ports. Idleness destroys happiness, cor- 
rodes the mental powers and corrupts the 
moral faculties. The degenerative force of 
luxury upon men and nat'‘ons is doubiless 
traceable to the fact that it most commonly 
leads to idolence. Burton, in his famous 
work on “The Anatomy of Melancholy,”’ 
describes its causes as mainly the outcome 
of idieness. He says: x 

‘“Idleness is the bane of body and mind, 
the nurse of naughtiness, the chief mother 
of aH mischief; one of the seven deadly 
sins, the devil’s cushion, his pillow and 
chief reposal.” 

In the light of these reflections, I re- 
joice that necessity as we!l as duty con- 
strains every man of you to enter upon a 
life of industry as you step forth: from 
these academic walks. None of you,’so far 
us I know, has inherited encugh of earthly 
200d, or is jiikeiv to inhert enough, to 
secure a life of ease without labor. This ‘s 
not your misfortune but your blessing, for 
which you ought to be thankful... If, how- 
ever, yOu imeagire that collegiate training 
is a substitute for the veaith that you 
have not-and that it does er shonld,open 
to you a life of toilless trifling, our labor 
for you shall have been al! in vain and 
you will dishonor the degrees to which you 
are admitted today. Let none of vou ac- 
count his diploma a character for indolence, 
but corsider rather with Thomas Carlyle, 
that the modern majesty consists in work. 


‘What a man can do is his greatest orna- 


ment, and he always consults his dignity 
by doing it. It was a great enlogy paid 
by Alexunder to the Persians. whom fre 
had conquered, when he remarked of them 
that they seeme to believe that nothing 
could be more servile than a life of pleas- 
ure or mcre princely than a life of toil. I 
commend to you as worthy of all accepta- 


_tion this -noble ‘creed. | 


Believing that you accept the doctrine 
of the. essential obligation and necess'ty 
of labor for every man, J advance to the 
second proposition contained in my text, 
that every man should be occupied in the 
Lighest employment of which his nature fs 
capable. No man can do the h‘'ghest work 
if he is only capable of the lowest, biti 
many men waste themselves in doing iower 
work than God designed for them. This 
is a sin which may easily beset educated 


men. The superior attainments make the. 


lower work comparatively easy, and they 
turn away from the more strenuous tasks 
to which providence cails them that they 
may engage in effortless enterprises in 
which success is easy. They sometimes. go 
so far as to praise this betrayal of their 
trust with the names of modesty, simplic- 
ity and even saintliness. They are assisted 
in holding these flatter'ng and false views 
of themselves by the eulogies of m sguided 
or faithless friends. And so you often hear 
an educated man saying: “I have nothing 
to do with public life. I leave that to dem- 
agogues and place-seekers.””’ And so the 
public service is robbed of the best intel- 
ligence, that culture may at private shrines 
burn incense to itself or pharisaically thank 
God it is not as other men. 

I say to you today that you are bound 
to seek till you find the highest work ef 
which you are capable, and then to do that 
work with all your might. In this I make 
no ignoble appeal to your vantty and pride. 
The doctrine I would enforce may lead 
some of you to very humble tasks. Be it 
so. If such tasks are the highest works of 
which you are capable, w'th them you 
ought to be content, and for them you 
ought to be thankful. Pliny tells us that 
in the best days of Italy generals returned 


/ in triumph from war to follow contentedly 
the plow, and, I am informed, our own } 


gallant Fitzhugh Lee can lay a corn row 
or lead a cavalry charge with equal suc- 
cess. The worth of a man consists not in 
the elevation of the place he occupies, but 
rather in fulfilling the highest place of 
which he is capable. 

But you will ask me, “How shall I de- 
termine the place for which ] am fitted? 
How shall I discover the work of which 
I am capaple?’’ 

No inquiry can be more important. Most 
men who fail in life fail because they 
are misplaced. A pervasive sense of dis- 


location and displacement stea's over the 


faculties of a man who has mssed his 
work in this world, which at ‘irst dis- 
heartens and eventually destroys him. 

If he be in a place lower than that for 
whicn he has capacitv his work becomes 
tasteless and tedious; he becomes disgusted 
with life, envious of the successful. cynical 
ard censorious. If. on the other hand, he 
occupy a loftier place than that for which 
has capacity, there comes upon him a 
‘umillating sense of weakness and incom- 
petency. Then follows a _ state of con- 
sciousness akin to that of a man who ob- 
tains goods under false pretenses—a suffo- 
eating consciousness of insinverity and pre- 
tense by which all self respect is utterly 


stifled. 


It were better never to have been born 
than having been born to wander. out of 
ene’s place. It were better never to have 
come into the world = to miss one’s way 
n passing through it. 

But wed shall one find his way? How 
shall he find the work of which he is cap- 
able. 
I answer, he cannot miss it if he hon- 
estly end sincerely seeks to find it. It 
would Se enough to drive one to infidelity 
and despair if God had not made this 
question easy. Think of it. It is a question 
one must answer for himself, early in life, 
when as yet he has no experience of his 
own and can use the experience of nv 
one else. Will the God of life, who per- 
mits us to come through this world but 
once, make such a question under such con- 
ditions so difficult that the chances of a 
wise decision are all against us. I tell 
you nay.

In seeking your place first of all 
put aside all considerations of vanity, 
pride or ease. Such considerations will 
inevitably blind and mislead you. 
are elements which will deflect the needle 
to the destruction of him who holds the 
compass. There is but one question. What 
is the will of God concerning me? Sau! of 
Tarsus chose his profession. He would 
lead the life of a Pharisee and bear the 
commiss'on of the Sanhedrim as a defender 
of the faith. Where would that work have 
landed him? It would have doomed him to 
a. — career, than which the fate of 
Jonah would have been more tolerable. 
One day 2s he went.to Damascus a light 
above the splendor of the noontide broke 
upon him and a heavenly voice called him. 
Before the brightness of that vision and at 
the authority of that voice he fell down, 
humbly inquiring: “God what wilt Thou 
have me to do?’ Devoting himself thus to 
the divine his subsequent work was not a 
matter of choice, but of appointment. It 
led him by a strange but sure path 
through Arabian deserts and over storm- 
tossed seas, through the streets of Corinth 
Selling tents and into the jails of Philippi 
singing songs, through Caesarean prisons 
and Roman cells, but the journey was full 
of joy and its end was in triumph. And 
what @ work he did along the way! That 
wandering Jew, whose life was at God's 
disposal, made a new world. Hhis aes 
letters have done more for civilization an 
mankind than all the letters of Cicero and 
Seneca. A constant comfort and strength 
came to him because he felt himself work- 
ing out his part of a divine plan 
with a _ glorious history already ac- 
complished and a more glorious future stil! 
before it. The majesty of the movement 
of which he felt one part inspired his 
zeal and concentrated his powers. The 
method which he fell upon in finding his 
life work is good for all men, everywhere, 
for all times. 

The God of Paul 1s not dead nor His 
providence obsolete. He directs the flight 
of the sparrows that flit about our homes 
and as tenderly notes their fall as He cared 
i for the sparrows that found their nouse and 
thé swallows that made their nests about 
the temple in old Jerusalem. 

But yesterday a fearing man who de- 
clined ail titles but the plain word “mister” 
passed away. The civilized world felt be- 
reaved by his departure and eulogies were 
poured out upon him. But Sir Wil'iam 
Vernon Harcourt told the whole story in 
simple, eloquent words when he stood up 
in the house of commons and eaid: ‘His 
heart was ever with the weak and miser- 
able poor and his one aim was to brighten 
their lives.” Lord Rosebery said of him: 
“The first featuré ot his infellect was his 
enormous power of concentration.” Beck 
of that power of concentration was’. the 
sense of a vocation. This made William E. 
Gladstone the greatest man of his century. 
He chose no profession, but discharged 
eggs the tasks to which God appointed 

m 


It is the same spirit and by the same 
method, my dear boys, you are to find your 
work. A cOmpany of young recruits you 
come upon the fleld. You are not iost to 
the sight of the captain of our salvation. 
Your place is worked out for you before- 
hand, His couriers of providence and grace 
are even now at hand with the orders which 
assign you to your position. Hear His com- 
mands. He has conducted this holy war 
for generations. His troops have always 
won. He foresees all that is to come. He 
knows when you can do the most. He will 
lead you to victory. He has had you in 
this training camp to prenare vou for high 
service. Disappoint not His purposes .con- 
cerning you. 

No generation ever came to its work amid 
more inspiring conditions than which gur- 
round you. Epoch events are coming to 
pass daily. The most wonderful chapters 
in the history of our land are being wrought 
out. Our country is being solidified and 
united as never before. God: is massing 
and moving the forces in América for the 
final conquest of the world. Noy more, the 
English speaking world is drawing more 
closely together than ever before. What 
mean these great, these far reaching facts? 
Do they not shed backward a light which 
reveals the unbroken continuance in our 
day of that increasing purpose of God which 
has run through all the ages? Do they. not 
foreshadow the rapid approach of that “far 
off divine event to which the whole cre- 
ation moves?” The bugle is calling the 
Christian men of the English speaking race 
to fall in line for the final charge for the 
conquest of the world for God aiid 
righteousness. Any worthy work prosecut- 
ed by a noble spirit will forward this con- 
quest. Find your place in the army and 
stand nobly to the duty even unto death. 

No one can Know what fs before you and 
no one need.say. It is not necessary nor 
best for you to know. But go ‘fo your 
places and stand faithfully in your lot to the 
end of days. All will be well at last. Some 
of you may come up at the end from the 
furrows of agricuiture, some from the quiet 
work of the schoolroom, some from the 
weary rounds of the physician and some 
from the consuming toil of the mechanic. 
some from the contests cf the forum and 
some from. the engegements of the pvipit, 
some from obscurity aud vain and some 
from the high places of honor and dis- 
tinction. God grant that you may all come 
with His .approval upon you. God grant 
that whether you come with shining faces, 
with undimmed beauty of youth still upon 
you, or with cheeks all furrqwed with sor- 
row and care, bearing the marks of age and 
grief. you mav come saying: “I have fovnd 
my vlace and did my best.’” How glorious is 
the beauty of vouth dying for God and right 
at the gates of the morning. How sacred 1s 
the aged hero fallen down dead after a

In the nature of things, the Asso- 
ciated Press cannot cover the whole field 
of news.

Monday’s primary afforded a very fine 
opportunity for the display of newspaper 
enterprise. The whole state for one 
reason or another was interested in the 
result. Everybody was on tiptoe, as the 
phrase goes. It has béen a very long 
time since interest in a state primary 
Was SO general or'so keen. 

This being so, the duty of a newspa- 
per that makes even a pretense of print- 
ing the news was very plain.

The minister of finance of the republic 
of Hawaii has just submitted his report 
for 1897, saowing the extraordinary in- 
crease which has taken place within the 
period covered in the Pacific achipeiago’s 
volume of imports. 

In the aggregate, Hawaii purchased 
goods in foreign markets last year 
amounting to $8,838,730, or $1,618,975 in 
excess of the sum for the preceding year. 
Most of the trade thus represented was 
carried on with the United States, the 
exact figures covering Hawali’s pur- 
chases in this market for the past year 
amounting to $6,800,028. 

Some idea of the rapid rate which has 
marked the growth of Hawaii’s import 
trade may be gathered from the fact 
that in 1843 she purchased in foreign mar- 
kets only $223,388, while up to 1894 she 
purchased only $2,738,213. 

With respect to Hawaii's: exports for 
the past year, they aggregated the enor- 
mous sum of $16,021,775. These figures 
serve to emphasize the republic’s mar- 
vyelous resources. 

Since the developments of the next 
few months may eventuate in the annex- 
ation of Hawaii to the United States, it 
is well to obtain all the light possible 
on the subject.

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Another Letter Writer. 

Mr. Alfred H. Love, of Philadelphia, 
the president .of the Universal Peace 
Union, must not be omitted from the list 
of letter writers who have earned dis- 
tinction in the present crisis. This 
unique disciple of the olive branch has 
endeared himself to the friends of tyran- 
ny throughout the world by undertaking 
to apologize to the queen regent of Spain 
for what he terms “the unjustifiable na- 
ture” of the war which we are today 
waging in the cause of righteousness. 

To quote only one paragraph from 
this savory epistle, Mr. Love, who seems 
determined to live up to the suggestions 
of his name, thus pays his respects to 
the queen regent: “We have appreci- 
ated your several concessions in this 
Cuban trouble in behalf of peace, and 
we want you to hear from the real rep- 
resentatives of the American heart that 
in our judgment everything desired could 
have been obtained by peaceful means. 
Our president we have reason to believe 
has been forced into his present attitude. 
We can say in all frankness for your 


feeling here is against war and against 
‘the annexation of your possesstons.” 

In view of the fact that war exists be- 
tween Spain and the United States in 
response tothe supreme fiat of each 
power, this language sounds extremely 
odd, to say the least, in the mouth of one 
who claims to be loyal to the stars and 
stripes. If Mr. Love in his official capac- 
ity had seen fit to convey the affectionate 
solicitude of the Universal Peace Union 
to the queen regent of Spatn prior to 
the present outbreak of war, there would 
have been even then some evidence of 
treason in such overtures: but since he 
has avaited gor the American people to 
formally declare war before exhibiting 
the spirit of the dove, he not only ex- 
poses himself to public ridicule, but also 
to criminal] procedure. In discussing this 
Same matter, The New York Sun con- 
tends that Mr. Love has openly vtolated 
section 5,335 of the revised statutes of 
the United States, and is. therefore, sub- 
ject to indictment. This section reads: 

Every citizen of the United States, wheth- 
er actually resident or abiding within the 
same, or in any foreign country, who. with- 
ut the permission or authority of the gov- 
ernment, directly or indirectly commences 
or carries on any verbal or written corre- 
spondence or intercourse with any foreign 
government, or any officer or agent thereof, 
With an intent to influence the measures 
or conduct of any foreign government, or 
of any officer or agent thereof, in relation 
to any disputes or controversies with the 
United States, or to defeat the measures 
of the United States * * 
ished Ry a fine of not more than $5,000 and 
by imptisonment during a term not Jess 
than six months nor more than three years. 

If the beatific Mr. Love has not al- 
ready repented of his haste in the matter 
of apologizing for the war which the 
American people have formally declared 
in the interest of human freedom, he Is 
destined- before he has traveled much 
further on his philanthropic mission, to 
feel keenly what it means to offer com- 
fort to his country’s enemies at the ex- 
pense of his country’s good name.

Similar but Unequal. 

Lieutenant Hobson’s brilliant exploit 
in Santiago harbor naturally brings up 
the somewhat similar though less re- 
markable achievements of Commander 
somers in the war with Tripoli,~and of 
Lieutenant Cushing, In the late war be- 
tween the states. 

On September 4, 1804, Commander 
Somers, who was with the United States 
fleet then operating in Mediterranean 
waters, converted one of the smalier 
members of the fleet into a bomb vesze; 
and gsallied forth with a small crew of 
brave followers to play havoc with the 
enemy. Hs plan was to explode this 
craft in t midst of the enemy's con- 
centrated fleet by means of a slow match 
ignited after the crew had effected its 
escape. Fortune did not favor the en- 
terprise, however, and under the vigor- 
ous fire of the Tripolitans, every mem‘ er 
of the crew perished, but the moral in- 
fluence was such that the Tripolitans, 
realizing the dauntless hardihood of the 
Americans, soon agreed to make terms. 

More familiar to the public in bath 
sections is the comparatively recent act 
of heroism performed by Lieutenant 
Cushing, of the Ukited Staes navy, on 
October 27, 1864, in destroying the con- 
federate ironclad ram Albemarle. With 
a volunteer crew of twelve men this 
brave officer ascended the Roanoke river 
in a steam launch to’ where the Albe- 
marle was Iccated. Deadiy fire was opened 
upon his vessel, but he succeeded in driv- 
ing it squarely undef*the moorings of 
the Albemarle, and in. sinking that iron- 
clad by driving torpedoes into its hull. 
Only two members of the crew escaped 
to land, but the expedition was signally 
successful. ' 

Lieutenant Hobson’s exploit exceeds in 
boldness either one of the two just men- 
tioned; and while he succeeded in effect- 
ing his escape; the magnificence of the 
affair #s not dimmed, but on the con- 
trary. is rather enhanced by this fact. 
We tip our hat to the brave officer.

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| ATLANTA AND SANTIAGO; 
TWO NOTABLE SIEGES. 


From time to time we hear wonderful ac- 
ccunts of the bombardment of Santiage by 
the American fleet, and it is also said that 
the ‘nsurgents have the city hemmed in on 
the land side. 

According to the dispatches, our big guns 
have pounded down the fortifications: pul- 
verized them, and killed a host of soldiers 
and citizens. 

It is reported thdt when our shells struck 
the forts the bodies of gunners and other 
soldiers were seen flying through the air 
with the debris of the shattered walls. 


Such descriptions are graphic ang thrill- 
ing. They stir the blood and excite enthu- 
siasm, but these stories have very littie 
truth in them. 

As a rule, sieges and bombardments do 
far less damage than people suppose. 

When a big shell or a cannon bal! strikes 
@ castle or a fort constructed of brick or 
stone it is very destructive, but ordinary 
ramparts of sang or clay wil] stand any 
amount of shelling. It is not Ekely that all 
of Gantiago’s defenses are built of solid 
granite and brick. If the Spaniards have 
any sense, it is safe to say that they know 
the value of dirt forts and breastworks and 
have thrown them up wherever they are 
needed. 


A few hundred shells will nét cause 
wholesale slaughter among the citizens of 
Santiago. 

The bombardment of the city for a month 
would not necessarily kill a large number of 
people. , 

Shells cause a terrible panic. They mike 
a frightful noise, and they tear things to 
pieces when they strike in the right place, 
but they are the most uncertain messengers 
in the world. There is yo telling where 
they will strike or what they will do. 

Many of these projectiles tall short: some 
overshoot the mark, and others fail to ex- 
plode. When a celity is scattered over a 
large area, w:th wide streets, parks, vacant 
lots and big yards, and the inhabitants are 
dispersed in various localities, rrany shells 
explode without injuring a s‘ngie living 
thing. 

At Santiago it is probable that a brisk 
bembardment of several days would wreck 
sione and brick structures and kil] perhaps 
fifty or a hundred persons, but the city 
would still be left in good shape for de- 
fense, if fairly well supplied with pro- 
vis.ons and ammunition. 


When Sherman bombarded Atlanta for 
forty days and fired hundreds of shells into 
the city comparatively few citizens were 
killed. 

Our fortifications were common earth- 
works of red clay, and they were about as 
good after the siege as they were before the 
first gun was fired. 

The shot and shel} poured into these 
banks of dirt seemed te make them bigger 
and more indestructible. 

But there was trouble when a shell struck 
a brick house, and there was danger of fire 
when it exploded in a wooden building. 
Our old carshed was greatly damaged by 
four shells, but the state road roundhouse 
received about twenty and was not de- 
stroyed. 

Shells struck the houses of Judge C. H. 
Strong. E. B. Waliker, E. U. Hulsey, Jo- 
seph Winship, Mr. Hacket, Mr. Kelly, 
Thomas Kile, Judge Ezzgard, J. F. Trout, 
Dr. C. Powell, J. H. Seals, L. B.. Davis, 
Dr. D. B. Smith, Dr. W. F Westmoreland, 
Rev. J. F. Wilson, Mrs. Frank Grubb, John 
McGhee, Marcus A. Bell, Mrs. William 
Barnum, J. D, Calvos, the stores of Beach

Concert hall, the African church oh Col- 
lins street, and many other buildings. 


The first shell fell in Atlanta July 20, 1864, 
at the intersection .of East ENis ‘and ivy 
streets, and killed a litthe child. 

One entered the Goldberg house, corner 
Hunter and Loyd streets, wounding the 
wife and child of Dr. Gates. 

In one house Mrs. Flogge, Mrs. Coons and 
a child were wounded by a single shell. 

A shell burst in the market house with- 
out injuring any of the thirty people pres- 


‘ent. 


Superintendent Warner, of the @as works, 
and his little boy, were killed in bed by a 
shell. 

An unknown young lady was killed by a 
shell while on her way to take the train. 

On Forsyth street an officer was talking 
to a lady jm her front yard when a Shell 
came along mortally wounding the soldier 
and the lady’s little boy. 

Two newspaper offices, St, Luke's chapel 
and the female college were struck. 

Once a shell exploded in a funeral proces- 
sion, scattering four coffins, and dispersing 
the mourners. 

Yet in the entire six weeks there were 
less than 100 persons killed in the city. 


Hundreds of stores kept open ail the time; 
the newspapers came out as usual and 
the streets were crowded with people. 

Fully 20,000 citizens were here at the time; 
and the majority of them were women and 
children. General Hood wrote a sharp let- 
ter to General Sherman, protesting against 
the bombardment of a city filled with heip- 
less non-combatants, and the federal com- 
meander replied that war was tie sctence of 
barbarism, and its ebject was to kil. He 
intimated that Hood was coward’y in fight- 
ing in such a place, and dared him to come 
out in the open field. 

During the first few days the shells terri- 
fied the people, but after a week or so even 
the women became accustomed to them. 
There were a few functions and entertain- 
ments, and ladies went out visiting and 
shopping. 

They spoke of the rain of shells as they 
would of an April shower, and laid their 
plans for going out when the firing held up. 

Mingled with the sullen boom of cannon 
and the rattle of musketry during those 
long summer days might have been heard 
the songs of birds in the trees and the mer- 
ry voices of children engaged in their in- 
nocent sports. 


People settled down into a stolid apathy, 
with something of fatalism about it. They 
began to believe that they were a6 safe in 
one place as in another, and that they 
would not die until their appointed time. 

So many explosions made a deafening din, 
and clouds of- smoke hung over the city, 
and almost stifled the people in their homes. 

Heavy rains fell frequently, following the 
battles and the cannonading. 

But the heavy firing of Sherman's big 
guns for six weeks did not pound down the 
fortifications, nor destroy one-fiftieth part 
of the city, nor kil five persons in each 
thousand of the population. The loss of life 
was among the soldiers in the trenches 
ani in the various battles and skirmishes. 

Atlanta was given up because Sherman 
defeated Hocd at Jonesboro, and cut the 

tty off from the outside world. The con- 
federates left to avoid starvation, end not 
because the siege was destructive. —

City Is Upon the Verge of a Serious 


Drought Owing to Dry Season. 

Griffin, Ga., June 8.—(Special.)---The wa- 
ter supply for this city has been a serious 
question for several weeks and has caused 
our citizens and the council more worry 
than any subject they have tackled in 
some time. The long drought of several 
mioonths is causing the wells in the city to 
go dry, and the sudden advent of 2,400 
soldiers at Camp Northen proved too great 
a drain on the waterworks and fast week 
they gave out entirely. The geidierg and 
all of our citizens who depended ‘on the 
waterworks have been placed ‘n a very un- 
comfortable situation. No water could be 
obtained to sprinkle the streets, work was 
suspended on the Methodist church and 
Manager Brewer was put at his wits end to 
secure enough water to run the ice factory. 
The city authorities did all in their power 
to relieve the situation, and put a large 
force to work digging a well near the old 
spring at the waterworks and yesterday 
afternoon they struck a bold s.ream, of 
cold. clear water, which gushed from ‘its 
rock-bound channel] at the rate of about 
600 gallons per minute. 

Citizens and soldiers alike were delighted 
te hear of this fortunate find and within 
a few days Griffin will have <!l the pure 
spring water she needs and enough to sup- 
piy the wants of Georgia's full quota of.

WARMING UP FOR SPEAKERSHIP

Messrs. Blalock and Little Again to 
Lead Opposing Forces in the 
New /Legislature—Political 
News and Notes from 
All Parts of State. 


ON THE HEELS OF THE GUBERNA- 
torial campaign will come the contest for 
the state’s judicial officers, including the 
chief justiceship and one long and one 
short term place on the supreme bench. Al- 
ready the contestants have had a prelimi- 
mary skirmish, a number of counties in 
@ifferent sectiong of the state voting for 
judicial vomwereeng etd last Monday alcrg 
with the rest of the ticket. This was in 
direct violation of the instructions igsved 
by the democratic state executive ccmmit- 
17th, that body having ene 
tirely divorced the state ticket from the 
judicial by providing for separate primaries 
and separate elections. This was done in 
erder to keep the bench out of poNtics as 
far as possible, the idea coming from Ten- 
messee, where it has been in practical and 
profitable operation eome years. 

The date set by the state committee for 
the judicial primaries is June 23d, but 
several counties ignored their instructions 
and voted for judges on a blanket ballot 
on Monday. These counties are: 

Telfair. : Wilkes. 
Pulaski. Heard. 
Habersham. Dade. 
Lee. Butts. 
Oglethorpe. Gwinnett. 
Clark. Jackson. 
Walker. Fayette. 

Thus far there are but four candidates in 
the field for the three vacancies and it is 
not likely that there will be any more. 
Chief Justice Simmons is a candidate for 
re-election. So is Associate Justice Fish, 
who drew a_short straw in the lottery 
which followed his election, and who now 
seeks a full term of six years. So is As- 
sociate Justice Hal Lewis, who w ap- 
pointed by Governor Atkinson to succeed 
Judge Spencer R. Atkinson on the supreme 
bench when the latter was appointed rail- 
road commissioner. and who comes up now 
as a candidate to fill out the term for 
which Judge Atkinson was originally e'ect- 
ed. The only candidate outside of these is 
Superior Court Judge George F. Gober, of 
the Cherokee circuit, who has picked out 
the long term for his assault and Judge 
Fish as the particular object of his attack. 

Pretty Badly Mixed. 

The state executive committee’s official 
from of ballot makes it absolutely neces- 
sary for the candidates to specify the exact 
office they seek, and it will not be lawful, 
therefore, to run all four of them to- 
gether and make a selection of three by 
simply scratching one name. It is this fact 
that, in addition to the premature pri- 
mary, makes it extremely doubtful if 
the judicial elections of Monday in the 
fourteen counties named will stand. So far 
as the returns thus far received go neither 
Judge Fish nor Judge Gober got much the 
best of the preliminary skirmish, although 
the friends of the latter are claiming the 
most counties. Both were asked yesterday 
if they had any knowledge of the ‘gal 
status of the delegates chosen, and both 
said that they had not—that it was a mat- 


. ter for the convention to deal with and one 


in which they would not take a hand. 

The returns themselves are most unvgatis- 
factory, because they indicate that all fcur 
candidates were simply running in a bunch 
for three places, Thus Fayette county’s 
official vote gives Simmons 1,402, 
Gober 1,080, Lewis 925 and Fish 754. If the 
three thighest were to be nominated this 
form of balloting would be all right, but 
when each office is as distinct in itself as 
the governcrship or the commissionership 
of agriculture the returns are most confus- 
ing. Of course, the delegates selected to 
the judicial ccnvention might use their own 
discretion in placing the three highest can- 
Gidates, but this would be in direct viola- 
tion of the state committee’s ironclad in- 
structiors. The official ballot should show 
that neither Chief Justice Simmons nor 
Associate Justice Lewis is being opposed, 
and that the only contest is between Asso- 
ciate Justice Fish and Judge Gober. 


How the Counties Went. 

' AS @ result of the early primary the 
friends of Judge Fish claim to have car- 
ried the counties of Telfair, Habersham, 
Pulaski, Lee, Clark and Wilkes—the latter. 
at a mass meeting held in the city of 
Washington at noon on Tuesday. The 
friends of Judge Gober claim the counties 
of Jackson, Dade, Butts, Gwinnett, Heard, 
Walker and Fayette. Oglethorpe seems to bé 
in doubt. In Dade The Constitution cor- 
respondent reports simply that “ 
leading.’’ In Gwinnett the

For 
all these reasons it is more than likely 
that the committee’s decision in ’faver of 
a uniform primary will be rigidly adhered 
to, and that the counties which have voted 
for judges will be required to vote over 
again in connettion with all the rest of 
the state on June 23, 
For the Speakership. 

Another fight that will open up at once 
will be over the speakership of the house 
of representatives. The fact that it will be 
practically a new house will make tthe 
canvass’ of the several candidates more 
than usually ‘uncertain, and even the 
old members are backward just now in 
coming forward to tell how they are going 
to vote. It is pretty certain that there will 
be a number of candidates for speaker, but 
three ait least are practically assured al- 
read. These are Messrs. John M. Slaton, 
of- Fulton; A. O. Blalock, of Fayette, and 
John D, Little, of Muscogee. Mr. Little is 
the only one that has yet begun his cam- 
paign, but it is pretty certain that Mr. 
Blalock, now that he has been returned to 
the legislature, will jump into the arena 
quick. 

Between these @wo vigorous and: active 
young men there has been battle ever s'nce 
they first met. Both had a considerable 
following in the last house, and when Mr. 
Blalock got his now famous investiga- 
ting committee appointed Speaker Jenkins 
put Mr. Liitle on it. Thereafter Mr. Lit- 
tle constituted an energetic and persistent 
minority, and when the Blalock bills came 
pouring into the house it was the young 
Muscogee man who led the fight against 
them. He was successful in defeating all 
except the one which paid the com- 
mittee $1,800 for wits work. but since 
then a gubernatorial campaign has 
served to advertise pretty. thoroughly the

_ Other Contests Ahead. 


It is said om good authority that Mr. Bla- 
lock’s intention in coming to the house is to 
make his fight for reform over again, and 
the bitterest of his opponents of last year 
will scarcely deny that he stands a much 
better chance. But the situation is too much 
involved and the caucus is too far off to 
warrant any speculation as to the result. 
It is safe to say, however, that if Mr. Bla- 
lock stands for the speakership, his brother, 
Colonel Sim Blalock, who has just been 
elected to the senate from Fayette, will not 
be a candidate for the presidency of the 
upper house, as some time ago seemed prob-> 
able. This will give Senator William A. 
Dodson, of Sumter, a straight road into 
that office unless Colone] Bill Clifton, who 
was elected to the senate from McIntosh 
Monday, decides to make the race. : 

For the secretaryship of the senate it Its 
more than probable that Colonel Charles 
S. Northen, whohas for years divided the 
duties and responsibilities of that office with 
Colonel Clifton, will be elected without Qp- 
position. The clerkship of the house, now 
that Uncle Mark Hardin has surrendered 
it. will be contested by Former Representa- 
tive John T. Boifeuillet, of Bibb, and Major 
Frank E. Callaway, who is at present Gov- 
ernor Atkinson’s private secretary. For the 
last time the legislature will elect a bateh of 
judges and solicitors of the supreme court, 
and this will give plenty of opportunity for 
the usual amount of dealing and dickering 
and trading. About one-third of the whole 
lot will come up for re-election.

Alleged Spanish Spy Goes Without 
Courtmartial. 


The GoveYnment Ordered His Relcase 
|} from Fort McPherson Yesterday. 


HE |S GIVEN AN EMPHATIC WARNING 


If He Goes to Tampa, Key West, Mo- 
bile or New Orleans, He Wiil 
Be Courtmartialed. 

WV investigation Jose Castellanos. an 

alleged Spanish spy who has been 
confined at Fort McPherson for several 
days, was yesterday given his freedom. The 
order for the release of the supposed spy 
came from the war department at Wash- 
ington. It was immediately acted upon by 
the army officials hefe, and now Castellanos 
is a free man. ; 

The release of Castellanos did not in the 
least free him from the cherge of being a 
Spanish spy. It was simply an acknowl- 
edgment of the government's inability to 
establish or prove any guilt on the part of 
the accused man. 

An emphatic warning was given to Cas- 
tellanos. He was given to understand that 
if caught under any suspicious circum- 
stances again he would probably be shot. 
He was positively forbidden to visit four 
coast cities on the gulf, and was told that 
if he violated this prohibition he would be 
promptly arrested and brought back here 
for courtmartial. 

At this gloomy informaton young Cas- 
tellanos smiled. He locked at the army of- 
ficers in an indulgent way and saii he gucss- 
ed he’d just come up town and get his din- 
ner. He seemed pleased that the govern- 
ment had at last recognized an error of 
which he had assured them all along, but 
which they woulkdin't believe out of simple 
bullheadedness. But for it all he smiled 
absolute forgiveness. All in all, the young 
Cuban evidenced the greatest coolness ever 
witnessed in a prisoner under such a charg 
The man,in his quiet, satisfied manner,show- 
ed that he had mo more fear of the conse- 
quences Of his position than if he were en- 
tirely free. He said he had told the officials 
at Tampa. that he was innocent of the 
charge, and that he regretted their lack of 
wisdom in making a useless expenditure of 
money for his transportation to Atlanta. 
But it did no good, and he coulln't save the 
government the unnecessary expense. 

The four cities which Castellanos cannot 
visit are Tampa, Key West, New Orleans 
and Mobile. He said that neither of the 
cities possessed any peculiar fascination 
for him during the hot weather, and that 
aside from the interesting army movements 
at Tampa that point would not have at- 
tracted him. He claims to be a Cwban, with 
wealthy parents, and his claim in the latter 
part is well sustained by his lavish display 
of coin. 

The other supposed Spanish spy, Frank 
Miller, ts still confined at the barracks, and 
will be held pending his courtmarfial. Miller 
claims to be an Englishman, and he avers 
| that he is not guilty of any connection with 
the Spanish government, and he further de- 
clares that he feels no sympathy for that 
eountry. He, like his friend, Castellanos, 
is a cool citizen, and so far as he has shown 
no dread of a possible death by shooting. 
The two men were arrested at Tampa two 
weeks ago amd sent here. The main reason 
for their arrest was that they were in Tam- 
pa without any particular business. They 
were neither army officers, railroad agents 
or newspaper correspondents, yet they lived 
at the big hotels and spent money as if they 
were bountifully supplied. They wrote let- 
ters’ and wouldn't tell the press censor 
‘sweethearts or to the Spagish epy head-

the officials suspicious, and they had ‘the 
two men arrested. As soon as the govern- 
ment received the report of the arrest and 
learned that there was no evidence to sus- 
tain the charge in the case of Castellanos, 
the officials lost no time in sending the or- 
der for his release.

HE 1S A REMARKABLE CHARACTER 


He Tells a Wonderful Tale About His 
Experience in General Gomez’s 
Cuban Army—He Was Ar- 
rested at Tampa—Now 


CAUCHT IN TAMPA; | 


at Fort McPherson. 


ANOTHER ALLEGED SPANISH SPY 
was carried to Fort McPherson yesterday. 
His name is Ceorge Edward Vanderbilt— 
at least that is the distinguished title which 
he gave to the army officials who occasion- 


ed his arrest. 

The new spy came in just after Jose Cas- 
tellanos was released. He was given the 
place formerly occupied by the freed Cu- 
ban, but he will be unable to fill with 
such an casy grace and with such a rich 
generosity toward himself. For unfortu- 
nately this Vanderbilt is entirely unl.ke 
his other New York namesakes, especially 
from a financial point of view. 

Vanderbilt was captured—that 
term used by the men who brought him 
here—at Tampa, Fla, Like the two other 
alleged Spanish spies he was arrested be- 
cause he wasn’t doing any business with 
a sign. He was simply at Tampa and 
couldn’t tell why he was there, further 
than that he merely happened to be there. 
He declared ityto be no fault of his that 
he was in Tampa at the same time with 
General Shafter, but said it was the result 
of cruel circumstances which plunged him 
into a current and bore him straight to 
the only place on earth where he could 
be taken for a Spanish spy. 

The prisoner was brought in yesterday 
by Sergeant Bolsius, ,of Captain Nash’s 
company, of the First regiment of Georgia 
volunteers. Private Watts, of the same 
company, was another of the guards. The 
two men left Tampa with Vanderbilt two 
days ago and reached Atlanta without 
mishap or incident, further than the heap- 
ing of flowers and caresses upon the “‘hap- 
less captive’ as the ladies who did the 
homage expressed it. The Macon girls 
were particularly ardent in their atten- 
tions. 

Vanderbilt ig certainly a creafion of cir- 
cumstances. He bears every evidence of 
having been molded by his environments, 
and his rental and physjcal make-up sug- 
gest that those surroundings must have 
been of a very changing and kaleidoscopic 
nature. He looks like he would muke a 
first-class Lord Beresford, and yet his 
appearance does not deny that he wouid 
earn a good salary as a railway brake- 
man. He has a fine superficial knowlcdge of 
all subjects, judging from his conversation. 
Vanderbilt is like the first twe spies in 
the respect that he does not seem to fear 
death for his alleged crime. 

As a spy Vanderbilt could make a first- 
class success. He has an easy manner and 
looks as-if he is possessed of much natfral 
shrewdness. He has a sharp hatchet-like 
face, with eyes that search around indus- 
triously for some unknown somethfhg, 
without ever.resting for a single moment 
on the same spot. He gives his age as 
thirty-five and his birthplace as New York 
state, where he claims his parents were 
also born. He says his present home ad- 
dress is 251 Fourteenth street, east side, 
New York city. But he explains that he 
hasn’t been home in quite awhile. 

Fiction may contain some wild and ro- 
mantic tales that could equal the narrative 
given by Vanderbilt as the history of his 
life during the past two years. But this is 
doubtful. His story of his experience ts 
wonderful. He says that he served for sev- 
eral years in the American navy, but hav- 
ing a fall by which he received a severe 
injury he left the navy. This fall he says 
is responsible for the long, crooked nose 
which now curves out from between his 
eyes. Afier leaving the navy Vanderbilt 
says he drifted. Finally he struck Cuba. 
and being overcome with a wild burst of 
patriotie sympathy for the suffering and 
struggling Cubans, he borrowed a machete 
from a Cuban farmer and joined Gomez s 
army. He soon grew tired of the relentless 
slaughter of the Spanish soldiers and re- 
sigr.ed from General Gomez's command. 
He left his machete with the army and 
came on to Key West. He found that city 
guffering from a drought and he determin- 
ed go to Tampa, where he heard there was 
not such a scarcity of water. He came to 
Tampa and General Shafter at once began

LOWER RATES ARE BEING AGITATED 


General George Moorman Returns to 
His Home in New Orleans and 
Talks Up the Reunion. 
felerate Veterzns’ Reunion Assocla- 

tion on Thursday night, July 2lst, to 
the sponsors promises to be the great 
social event of the week. - 

There will be many other social functions, 
but it is the purpose of the veterans to give 
the young ladies who will be their guests 
the most brilliant time of all. 

There will be nothing else to conflict with 
that reception. Nothing else will go on the 
programme for that night. On other nights 
there will necessarily be conflicting events, 
but that cannot be helped. 

The Daughters of the Confederacy have 
planned a reception for the distinguished 
visitors. Then there will be receptions 
for the Stonewall Jackson brigade, Cobb's 
legion, Cook’s brigade and other commands. 
Dates for these affairs have not been fixed 
and the only date positively decided on is 
the reception for the sopnsors. This mat- 
ter came up yestérday at the meeting of 
the reunion association executive commit- 
tee. The desire was expressed to settle 
these dates, but it was announced that 
this could not be done for some time to 
ccme, 

Colonel Albert Howell was authorized to 
arrange for a military escort fcr the vete- 
rans on the occasion of their parade, which 
will probably be on the third day of the 
reunion, Friday. S2me thought there ought 
to be a large military parade, but it was 
feared this would involve too much ex- 
pense, so the matter was left to the com- 
mittee. 

The canvass of the city for funds is pro- 
gressing. One of the most important of 
the sub-finance committee has not been 
able to do much work, because of the ili- 
ness cf the chairman. 

Colonel A. J. McBride and Captain John 
Milledge were added to the canvassing coim- 
mittee and they promised to push the 
wurk of soliciting and Bet up a good sum 
of money. 

Colonel A. J. West was appointed chair- 
man of a committee to secure bands for 
the reunion and he wants to hear from 
ail bands in the country which will volun- 
teer their services for the parade. 

The question of lower railroad rates 
Was brought up again. and it was suggested 
that if the roads would estabiish the zone 
system and put in very iow excursion rates 
good for only two or three days the at- 
tendance would be greatly increased. 

General George Moorman, who returned 
home a few days ago, is talking up the 
reunion in New Orleans and the papers 
down there are telling the people of Texas 
what the adjutant general thinks of Atlan- 
ta and the arrangements for the recep- 
tion and entertainment of the visitors. The 
New Orleans Times-Democrat, interview- 
ing General Moorman, quotes him as fol- 
lows: 

“There is not a shadow of doubt but 
what the war excitement will cause more 
veterans to attend the reunion than would 
otherwise have done so. These are the 
indications I observed at every point I vis- 
ited. and I believe there is more enthus)- 
asm for this reunion than for any other 
we have ever heid.’’ 

“You do not, tifen, think there is any 
impropriety in the veterans holding a re- 
union with war on between the United 
States and Spain?’’ 

War Is No Barrier. 

“Why, of course not! Even if there 
had been twenty wars there would be no 
reason why the veterans should not meet, 
for the reason that the United Confed¢rate 
Veterans’ Association is purely and strictly 
benevolent in itS object ard purpose’, and 
we intend to take care of our old comrad?2s 
and our history as long as we live. Le- 
sides, it is eminently proper that the oid 
soldiers of the south, who participated in 
the great battles of the civil war, where 
the dead ard wounded on s:1gle battlefields 
amounted io nearly aS many as all the 
troops engaged in this war, and where the 
dead and wounded and prisorers on the 
great battlefields of Chickamauga and Get- 
tysburg alone amounted to more than all 
the men engaged so far in the present war 
should meet in patriotic and fraternal re- 
membrance of their comrades. 

“The combined armies in our civil war 
numbered about 3,500,000 men, of which the 
600,000 confederates fought for four long 
years over nearly every foot of their ter- 
ritory, and until about one-half of their 
soldiers were dead from the casualties of 
war.

Therefore, we intend to 
push all reunion matters with the utmost 
vigor, and we expect that Atianta will wit- 
ness the largest outpouring of veterans whvu 
have assembled since the war. 

“T found the Atlanta people perfectly en- 
thused, and determined if money and en- 
ergy will do it, to outstrip the hospitality 
so lavishly showered upon the veterans 
at all previous reunions.

Little Girl, Chased by a Posse. 


THE VICTIM IS CRITICALLY ILL

She Is the Daughter of Mr. Meador, 


Who ‘Tives in Edgewood. 


WOODS WERE SEARCHED ALL NIGHT 


Negro Fled When Charged with the 
Assault—It Is Said He Is Making 
for the River Swamps. 
the track of Will Dixon last night. 

and if he had been caught it is prob- 
able that he would have been swung from 
alimb. The crowd was very amgry and 
every effort was made to catch the negro. 
Bloodhounds were sought and parties of 
men were riding over the country in the 
neighborhood of East Atlanta bent on mis- 
sions connected with the chase, while the 
maim body of the mob stuck closely to the 
trail of the negro. 

Will Dixon is a slim black negro and is 
eighteen years of age. He has been reared 
in East Atlanta and is known personally to 
the citizens of that place. The negro has 
beem living for a number of years -at the 
home of Mr. A. C® Meadow, of East At- 
lanta, and was regarded as:+a quiet. and 
unobtrusive boy. 

Mr. Meadow has been out of the city for 
several days and only returned last night. 
He learned that his little daughter, aged 
six years, had been suffering for several 
days, and last night when she was ques- 
tioned she said that she had been assaulted 
by Will Dixon and he had threatened her 
in case she told of his crime. The grand- 
father of the little. Mr. Meadow’s father, 
went with Mr. A. C. Meadow to the cabin 
near the Meadow home, where Dixon re- 
sides with his paremts, and asked to see 
him. 

He was found and the two gentlemen 
told him to follow, that they had some- 
thing to say to him. The negro became 
suspicious at once, but went quietly enough. 
Just after he had stepped out of the back 
door he darted around the eorner of the 
house and made for the front gate. 

The grandfather of the little girl followed, 
aod drawing a pistol from his pocket, fired 
several shots at the form of the fleeing 
negro. It-is not thought that any of the 
shots took effect, as no evidences of blood 
could be found on the ground after rhe 
arrival of the mob. 

It was hoped that the negro could”be fol- 
lowed by means of the blood flowing from 
a wound, as the old gentlemam was of the 
opinion that one of the pistol balls struck 
Dixon. The negro was followed for several 
hundred yards down the road and the place 
where he had left the road and crawled 
through.a briar patch was discovered. 

Several neighbors were aroused by the 
shots and when they arrived the situation 
was «iuckly explained to them. They at 
once offered their services to aid in the 
capture of the negro and were told to wait 
while Mr, Meadow telephoned to the police 
barracks for aid. 

He asked the department to keep a look- 
out for the negro and asked for dogs, say- 
ing that he wanted to capture the negro 
himseif. He was told that there were mo 
dogs at the barracks, but was referred to 
Captain Donaldson, of the county cnain- 
gange. He said he would go there and at 
once started on his mission. 

In the meantime the news of the assault 
spread throughout the neighborhood, and 
citizens of East Atlanta came to the Mead- 
ow home, bringing their guns. The party 
at once started off and at a late hour last 
night no news had been received from them. 

The negro has an uncle living near Le- 
catur, and it is thought that he went there, 
as he started off in that direction. The 
mob was very angry and was growing cun- 
stantly as it went forward, people joining 
in. the chase from almost every’ house that 
was passed. . 

The condition of the little girl is very 
serious. She was in bed last night and 
was. receiving the attention of physicians. 
The parents of the little girl are pros- 
trated over the occurrence. 

Will Dixon has practically grown up in 
the Meadow family*and was trusted with 


the children as one of the family. It was 
not thought that he was a bad negro.

Much Interest Attanches to the Cases 
of These Prominent People. 


THE COURT MAY FINISH DOCKET TODAY 


Redding Will Be Tried for Murder of 
| Marcus Clark—All Bond Cases 


is, Will Be Heard. 
Judge John D. Berry, Mr. James W. 


» English, Jr., and Mr. Orth Stein wil 


be arreigned before the criminal court this 
morning. The three former will be tried, 
if they do not plead guilty, on the charge 
of asseult and battery, and the latter for 
cerrying concealed weapons. 

These cases have been standing for some 
time, but will be disposed of this morning, 
according to the calendar made for the 
court yesterday. All bond cases will be 
heard today and those who have been out 
of jail awaiting their turn in the mill of 
justice will receive it today. 

The cases against Captain English and 
his son and Judge Berry were caused by 
a@ series of fisticuffs between the two Eng- 
lishes and Judge Berry in the Capital City 
Club some time ago. 

It is said that Judge Berry accused Cap- 
tain English of fostering or controlling 
The Looking Glass, a publication that at 
that time was said to have been making 
attacks on Judge Berry. Captain English 
met Judge Berry in the club one evening 
and the two came to blows in which, it is 
stated, Captain English knocked the judge 
down. 

A little while after this, it is said, James 
English, Jr., came into the clyb and he 
and Judge Berry became involved in an 
exchange of blows. 

A week later Mr. Orth Stein, editor of 
The Looking Glass, was sitting in the din- 
ing room of the Kimball house when Judge 
Berry walked up to him and struck him 
over the head with a catsup bottle. The 
result was that Mr. Stein was confined to 
hig room for several days on account of 
the assault Judge Berry made upon him. 

Puring this encounter, it is said, a pistol 

_ dropped from Mr. Stein’s pocket. It fell on 
the floor and was. immediately picked up 
‘by Judge Berry. Later Stein was indicted 
for carrying concealed weapons and Judge 
Berry for assault. 

This is the second time Mr. Stein has 
been before Judge Candler for the offense 
and on the occasion of the former hearing 
Judge Candler announced that for the 
second offense he would not impose anoth- 
er fine, but would send the defendant to 

‘jail. What wiil be the disposition of the 
} case is not known. 
Court Closes Today. 

_ The present session of the criminal court 
| will close today. All the jail cases with the 
| exception of one was finished yesterday. 
' The one remaining is against Redding, the 
| negro charged with the murder of Marcus 
‘Clark. He will be tried today and it is 
' thought that all the bond cases can be fin- 
“fgshed by the time the hour of adjournment 
arrives. 

Judge Candler has made a record with 
this session, having disposed of an im- 
mense docket in four days. Yesterday he 
went over the old dockets and disposed of 
eome cases that were on the docket when 
Judge Richard Clark was on the bench 
before Judge Candler’s accession to it. 

It is probable that this will be the last 
term of the crimina} court Judge Candler 
will hold in this county for some time, as 
it is certain he will be appointed colonel 
of the next regiment that is going to war 
from this state. In that event he will be 
absent from the state for about a year and 
unless he secures some one to dispose of 
his business during his absence, he will 
have a great accumulation when he re- 
turns.

‘BIG LEAK IN 


WATER RESERVOIR 


Millions of Gallons of Water Seap 
Through the Earth Monday. 


COMMISSIONERS ARE WORRIED 


Judge Hillyer Talks Interestingly of 
the Waste in City Water. 


N 


SAYS THAT IT CANNOT BE  REMEDID 


Water Board Held a Session Yesterday 
Afternoon—Discussed Amount of 
Water Not Paid For. 


T is a fact worth noting that the city 
| gets paid for much less than one-half 
of the water that is pumped from the 
river into the reservoir at the half-way sta- | 
tion. This great loss to the city has been. 
giving the water commissioners consider- 
able worry sinée its discovery, some time 


‘since, and they have been busy devising a 


plan to counteract it in some way. It is 
known that there is considerable leakage 
in the reservoir, and that a vast amount 
of water escapes through springs at the 
bottom of the lake, running out in a gully 
to one side of the reservoir and forming 
quite a body of water. In order to fit up 
an engine for the purpose of pumping the 
waste water back into the reservoir it will 
require a large expenditure of money, and 
it is the opinion of the commissioners that 
the loss sustained by the leakage is not 
&reat enough ‘to warrant such an expendi- 
ture. The plan of cementing the bottom of 
the reseryoir has also been suggested, but 
it is feared that the cement will make the 
water brackish and unfit for use, Every 
city in the country has.had trouble with 
its reservoirs in the matter of seepage, as 
it is impcssible to prevent the loss of water 
even by flooring the reservoir with brick 
or cement. Atlanta has been very fortun- 
ate in this repect’ until within the past 
ycar on account of the firm character of 
the red clay in this vicinity, which for a 
time remains almost impervious. For less 
than a dollar a day the city can pump 
more water :nto the mains from the river 
than is lost in seepage and other causes 
in the same length of time, and for that 
reason no effort will be made for the pres- 
ent at least to stop the ‘loss in the reser- 
voir. The loss by evaporation ‘s said to be 
much greater than that sustained by seep- 
age. In speaking, of the enormous waste 
of water from the reservoir Judge Hillyer 
said yesterday that the public and the city 
Officials need entertain no fear that it 
would bankrupt Atlanta. He said: 


What Judge Hillyer Says. 

“It is incident to all reservoirs that where 
the banks are constructed of earth and 
clay more or less water goes through by 
Seepage, especially where the reservoir is 
very deep as is ours. All of the wells at 
the people’s houses, anywhere around for 
hundreds of feet near the reservoir, are af- 
fected, and the water rises and falls in the 
wells in the neighborhood according to the 
level of the water in the reservoir. This 
seepage develops springs in new places 
down the ravines and increases the flow 
from springs previously existing. We have 
had all these springs metered, and upon 
calculation after allowing for the natural 
flow of the springs that existed before the 
reservoir was built there is about 1% per 
cent of the pumpage hat escapes by seep- 
age when the reservoir is futl, but much 
less than that when the height of water is 
lowered by use. This is less than what es- 
capes from the surface by the ordinary 
process of evaporation, and as you per- 
ceive is not a very great matter. It does 
not affect the stability of the reservoir in 
the least. It is, as I said, a law of such 
structures and cannot be avoided any more 
than evaporation can, 

“The water department has been investi- 
gating the whole subject of leakage of 
water and ‘this is merely one of the inci- 
dents, and one of the smaller ones. Pre- 
cisely what remedy, if any should be 
adopted, is what the board is now consid- 
ering. Probably this one matter is too 
small to be worth attention and it 
would cost more than it would come to to 
pump so small an amount back into the 
reservolr. 

‘While we are about it, however, I may 
as well say that we have ascertained that 
the free services in the city, amounting to 
fifty. or sixty in number, waste and con- 
sume more water tthan the 8,500 pay ser- 
vices. That is to say, speaking without 
having the exact figures before me, that 
when we pump ~- 150,000,000 gallons in the 
month the city gets pay for 65,000,000 gallons 
and nothing for 85,000,000 gallons. Of course, 
a considerable part of this is from sewer 
flusring and sprinkling and other legiti- 
mate uses, and, ‘too, if we alluw 5 per cent 
for imperfect registering in the meters or 
what is called slippage in the pumps we 
canr ot account for aliy more than compar- 
atively a small part of this %5,00,090 gallons 
that is lost every month. It just goes to 
show how much more wasteful people will 
be with water where they do not pay for it 
as compared with where they do. The 
board of water commissioners is contem- 
plating the necessary steps for having a 
meter put on every school building, every 
engine house, all public buildings, charita- 
ble institutions and free services of every 
kind throughout tthe city. By putting on 
meters the department will be able to find 
out where the leak is and lay the blame at 
the door of the proper parties. That the 
city should be getting pay for much less 
than one-half of the water pumped, and 
so much of it wasted through mere care- 
lessness is absolutely intolerable. 

‘We have been met, thus far, in the 
proper spirit by the other departments and 
we earnestly hope for their entire co-oper- 
ation until the evil is remedied.’’ 


The Session of the Board. 


The water board was in session for two 
hours yesterday afternoon and in that 
time acted on a great amount of business. 


One of the principal subjects for discussion 


at the meeting was the great amount of 
water pumped into the city for which the 
city receives no revenue. 

Judge Hillyer stated that steps should be 
taken to prevent the departments of the 
city which recéive free water from wasting 
it. In this he was agreed with by the 
members of the board and as a result the 
departments which receive. water free wil! 
have to pay for all they use over and above 
a certain stated amount. , 

As matters now stand there are.po meters 
where free water is used, but hereafter 
meters will be used. This, it is. believed, 
will serve as a check and each month a 
careful report will be made on the condi- 
tien of each meter. If it is found that any 
department or party furnished water free 
of charge uses more than the amo8fnt ail- 
the water board pr will be

fund of the department displaying the ex- 
travagance. . 

A resolution covering this point was in- 
troduced by Judge Hillyer and will go be- 
fore the executive committee, where it will 
be speedily passed. The jresolution by 
Judge Hillyer is as follows: 

“Be it resolved, first, “That all parties, 
persons and departments having free eer- 
vice be notified to put on a meter under 
the approval of the superintendent on or be- 
— October ist, or the supply will be cut 


“Second, That in case of free service, ex- 
cept city hall, courts and the like, where 
public audiences assemble, there be furn- 
ished —— gaHons per capita and for al 
excess a charge be made and collected at 
the regular rates.” 

It has not been decided what amount per 
capita will be granted. As a usu] thirg 
fifty gallons per day for each person and 
animal is sufficient, but were this limit ap- 
plied to the schools it would be far in ec- 
cess of that given the other departments. 
This matter will be arranged by the execu- 
tive committee. 

The water pumped into the city during 
the month of May amounted to 160,338,500 
gallons; the number of gallons collected for 
was 60,064,500. The number of gallons un- 
collected for was 100,274,000. The amount of 
me collections was $8,132.19, which is 37.4 
per cent. 

May Revoke Concessions. 

The attention of the board was called to 
the fact that in certain portions of the city 
water was placed in houses only for sani- 
tary purposes and no hydrant was put in 
from which the tenants could obtain witer 
for drinking purposes. 

In many instances where there ire a large 
number of houses belonging to one person 
concessions in the rates are made. It was 
thought by the board that in‘ view of the 
fact that the greater number of wells in 
the city are not fit for drinking purposes 
the people who live in houses where water 
is used only for sanitary purposes should 
be given the advantage of the filtered waiter 
of the city. 

A resolution was passed providing that 
all concessions granted in the way of lower 
rates would pe revoked unless the owner 
of the property would put in drinking hy- 
drants accessible to all the tenants. 

Matters of Minor Mention. 

The ladies of the Florence. Crittenton 
Home petitioned the board to lay a water 
pipe to the home. The wells there hive 
dried up and very littie water is obtainable. 
The petition w&s granted by the board. 

Secretary Brown informed the boat that 
the city is at present doing more tapping 
than usual. The increase of the first part 
of this year over the same time lest year 
is considerable and the month of May was 
ahead of April. 

The board passed an order authorizing 
the supértritendent to advertise for bids for 
pipe and for the year’s supply of coal. Some 
discussion was had as to the pipe trust 
which miembers of the board say has been 
formed, but no plan was devised by wh:ch 
the trust can be avoided. 

The monthly report of the superintendent 
was read and received. ;

Prime on the Crops. | 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Chicago,. June 4.—The last three days 
have given ug each day a higher degree o 
temperature until today our surroundings 
are all of a summer character. The week 
has also been marked by general absence 
of heavy rains which have been the feature 
of th growing season up to date. 

The winter wheat drop has been pushing 
on very rapidly. It is now with few excep- 
tions all headed out and beginning to fill. 

The crop is passing through a most crit- 
ical and important period. None more so 
in the history of the crop than at the pres- 
ent time. The change from cold wet weath- 
er to hot and dry weather has caused a de- 
velopment of insect life—and reports the 
last twenty-four hours from Kansas show 
that the chinch bugs are beginning to get 
in their work. 

The wheat fields are full of them and 
they have only been held in check by sur- 

roundings which have been decidedly 
against their development and their ability 
to do serious damage to the winter wheat. 

From present appearances we ought to 
have some new wheat on the market early 
in July. Reserves of the old crop, both 
winter and spring, are now down lower 
than probably ever Known before in the 
history of the grain trade. This fact of 
itself will cause a very great home con- 
sumption and demand for the new crop 
before it begins to move to grain centers. 

Futhermore the movement of the new 
wheat will depend almost entirely cn the 
prices offered at harvest. Farmers will not 
sacrifice their wheat at low prices. 

The attention of the trade has been cen- 
tered the present week quite largely upon 
the corn situation. Corn growers have had 


so far a ¥ery hard row to hoe, In fact’ 


they havé had very little corn to hoe at 
all so fdr this season, and the great trou- 
ble and work has been to get the corn 
into the ground. The great sine qua non of 
crop is to haVe a good stand. With 
a pgor stand of corn it makes very. little 
diffdrence what kind of weather we have. 
be It either good or bad, for it does not 
ad@ one bushel to the final # 
f the cou

WHEAT WAS FIRMER 


Due te Fears of Crop Damage and Higher 
Liverpool Cables. 


TOO MUCH RAIN CLAIMED 


Corn Left Off a Fraction Higher, Oats 
Unchanged, ‘Pork Higher, Lard 
and Ribs Lower. 


Chicago, June 8.—Unexpected advances in 
Liverpool cables and fears that the domes- 
tic crop is damaged by too much rain creat- 
ed a firmer feeling in wheat today. July 
closed with a gain of 1% and September 
1%@1%4. Corn left *@\%c higher. Oats are 
uncnanged.. Pork closed at an advance of 
- Lard is wnchanged and ribs 244c low- 

The chief factor of Strength in wheat 
was the unexpected advance in Liverpool 
cables, which quoted an improvement in 
July equal to 4%e per bushel. September in 
that market was likewise higher, but to a 
much less marked degree. Besides the 
Strength of the Liverpool market there 
were fears that the domestic crops had 
been injured by too much rain. Shorts be- 
came exceedingly mervous and there was 
an unusual rush to cover, partly to secure 
profits which yet remained and partly to 
stop further losses. There was also some 
demand for the long account and from 
scalpers, who reasoned that after such a 
drop as we have had it was time for the 
pendulum to swing the other way. The 
trade Was nervous for a time and took lit- 
tle mote of anything but the bull factors. 
Later, however, it was believed that no 
real damage to the crop had been expe- 
rienced and that the recent statistics as to 
the world’s present supplies were really 
bearish. The idea of manipulated Liverpool 
markets began to take root, the bears re- 
gained their courage and began to fight 
the advance. Domestic receipts of wheat 
were light compared with the rate ovr 
movement a week or so ago, but im the 
aggregate western primary market receipts 
were heavier than those of last year for 
the similar day, being 259,000 bushels 
against 208,000 a year ago. Clearances for 
the day from Atlantic ports were again 
fairly liberal, although not as heavy as 
the previous day’s totals this week. July 
began 1%@2%c higher at 8§@89c, sold up to 
S9ec, deciined steadily to 87c, then rose to 
88c bid, the closing price. September start- 
ed Us@ltec better at 76% to Tic. sold down 
to 76%4c, up to Tic, off to T5%@b%ec, then 
rallied to 765¢c at the close, 

Steadier cables and the heavy rainfall 
throughout the corn states last night in- 
fluenced corn at the start. The advance 
met heavy selling by bears, however, and 
was partly lost. Weekly crop bhulletins 
were not as bullish as expected. July start- 
ed %ec higher at 324%@32%c. solid down to 
314@315ec, then rallied to 32c, the resting 
place, 

At the opening oats were firm, but eased 
off with corn. July opened 4c higher at 
234%4c, sold down to 22%¢ amd at the close 
firmed up to 227%@23c pid.

The Dry Goods Market. 


New York June 8.—The dry goods market 
is for the moment satisfactory in all strict- 
ly seasonable lines. The concessions in cot- 
tom dress goods and prints of a more sta- 
ple character have developed trading to a 
considerabie extent, but in woolens and all 
lires of cottons there is no activity and 
the market conditions are against active 
trading. The week’s trading has demon- 
strated some firmness in staple cottans, 
The demand for brown goods for domestic 
use is still light. The firmness was based 
to some degree at least on the condition 
of print cioths. Export goods are in fairly 
steady demand without much feature to the 
market.

A Boston publication; devoted to the in- 
terest of women, pays a compliment (vu 
Mrs. J. Lindsay Johnson, of Rame, and 
says in part: 

“Mrs. J. Lindsay Johnson, of Rome, Ga., 
first vice president of the Georgia Pedera- 
tion of Woman’s Clubs and federation edi- 
tor of The Rome Georgian, says the ‘new 
woman’ is as usefu] in journalism as the 
long suffering cat in domestic life. 

“Whenever the perpetrator of an evil 
deed is Yot caught in the act, it is blamed 
upon the cat. So with the so-called ‘new 
woman.’ Upon every off day. when there 
is more space than valuable copy on hand, 
my Lord of the Fourth Estate fills his 
journal with what he vainly considers wit- 
ticisms upon the new woman, invariably 
ending his philippia with the annvounce- 
ment:that since the war-scare she i.as not 
been s. much in evidence, another term al- 
most as valuable, and, being foreign, much 
more highly cherished. As the former tcrm 
is somewhat ambiguolus, and no one, not 
even the brilliant journalist who has given 
60 much time to her, can define scr, we 
are at a loss to comprehend how they kiiow 
when she is en evMlence and when en ob- 
scurite. 

“But it is the associaied or {federated 
women whom they wish to compliment, we 
think they are decidedly more en evidence 
since the war-seare than previous to it. 
The longer the war, the greater the scare, 
the more they will be en evidence, as they 
are a body of women who are tlways 
ready to do their duty, in fact, .he verv 
cnes their critics call upon the first to 
help trem bring any project to a suceess- 
ful climax. 

‘As loyalty, like charity, shonid begin 
at home, before enumerating the great 
deeds of others, we will mention tuat ovr 
et. the little institution that we work so 

ar:l for, the emergency hospital, nas been 
tencered, by the chairman of the guverning 
beard to the army stationed at Cnieka- 
mauga. This in comparison is a small act, 
but it takes more generosity to give a liitle 
forget-me-not if one has no other, tauan to 
give a bunch of orchids if one nas a cun- 
servatory filled with others.”
